ported a periscope on our quarter. 
But we thought that the Frenchman 
was

things. 
All that morning we and the 


sub were probably clogging each oth- 
er, 
in the. afternoon we must have 


once 
turned 
quicker 
than 
he ex- 


pected, because he stuck of his peri- 
scope and showed his conning tower 
awash, a few hundred yards on our 
port bow.

went for him

speed, he disappearing in a few sec- 
onds, and when over the spot we let 
go a lot of depth charges.

enemy of the Italian airships totalled 


102. 
a record-breaking1 number. 


The allied and enemy nations have 


not used dirigibles extensively because 
of the 
difficulty of one ration due to 


atmospheric conditions, and the 
diffi- 


culties of aiming correctly, but Italy 
has succeeded in overcoming them to 
such an extent that her dirigibles have 
become an active part of her fighting: 
organization. 
During August Italian 


dirigibles navigated for a total of 290 
hours over 11,560 miles, and threw 40 
tons of bombs oji the station of Tren- 
to, on the military works at Bolzano, 
on the arsenal" at Ppla, on Austrian 
aviation camps, on railroad lines and 
on enemy soldJers' barracks.

four hours. 


-Mr. Griffith had. to TV ear a steel hel- 


met to protect him from shrapnel and 
a gas mask to protect his lungs dur- 
ing- the taking of many of the stirring 
scenes. 
Many 
of. the most striking 


scenes in the film owe their effects to 
the remarkable courage of Mr. Grif- 
fith 
and 
his 
intrepid 
cameraman, 


"Billy" Bitzer, who was with him un- 
der fire hundreds of times. 
Neither 


-Mr. Griffith nor any of his company 
received injuries other than a slight 
wound in Mr. Griffith's arm from Hy- 
ing shrapnel. 
David Lloyd George, prime minister 
of England, received Mr. Griffith in 
private audience in the British cab- 
inet rooms in Downing street, London 
Upon Mr. Griffith's departure, Lloyd 
George said: 
"God speed you in your 
great work and grant that you mav 
accomplish your desires." In the pro~- 
logue of the story of "Hearts of the 
World" Lloyd George is seen shaking 
hands with Mr. Griffith prior to the 
latter's departure for the French lines. 
-More than 120,000 feet of film were 
taken, although only 12,000 feet are 
used in the production. 
David Wark Grifttuh was the first 
American ever to set foot in the front 
line trenches. This was, of course, be- 
fore the United States entered the war. 
There is no papier mache scenery, 
nor any artificial scenerv of any kind 
used in the 
production"; 
no 
studio 
"props," no supernumeraries, no "fakes" 
or artificialities whatsoever through- 
out the entire film. 
Mr. Griffith describes "Hearts of the 
World" as "A story of the great war," 
with the actual conflict itself serving- 
only as the grim background for the 
unfolding tale of life In a. small French 
village.

Ninety tons of explosives -were car- 


ried across the Alps and dropped on 
enemy territory by Italian dirigibles 
from Augst, 1917, to the end of Au- 
gust, 1918. 
The encounters with tbn 


enemy of the Italian airships totalled 
102, 
a record-breaking: number. 


The allied and enemy nations have 


not used dirigibles extensively because 
of the difficulty of operation due to 
atmospheric conditions, and the diffi- 
culties of aiming correctly, but Italy 
has succeeded in overcoming them to 
such an extent that her dirigibles have 
become an active part of her fighting 
organization. 
During August Italian 


dirigibles navigated for a total of 290 
houra over 11,660 miles, and threw 40 
tons of bombs on the station of Tren- 
to, on the military works at Bolzano, 
on the arsenal at Pola, on Austrian 
aviation camps, on railroad lines andl 
on enemy soldiers' barracks. 


San Stino di Livenza, one of the most 


important railroad connecting points 
on the Austrian front, was bombed 
nine times in two months by Italian 
airships. 
The headquarters building 


of the aviation camp at Comina was 
destroyed by bpjnbs from the dirigibles. 


The recojrd quantity of bombs car- 


ried by an airship ia held by an Ital- 
ian captain, whose dirigible carrio-'l 
seven and a half tons in one month. 
Another dirigible, piloted by an Ital- 
ian ace, in a. flight over the Alps 10 
the Trentino, crossed Carre peak, the 
highest summit of the Icy Adamello. 
at an altitude of iHGj yards.

In order to satisfy a universal and 
wholly natural appeal from the thea- 
tre-goers of the city, Manager Nelson 
has succeeded in booking Hearts of 
the World" for six days* showing in 
.Lowell, beginning Monday afternoon

daily, 
through 
Saturday, 
Nov. 2. 


One> hesitates to undertake to com- 
ment on such a production as "Hearts 
of the World."

under actual bombardment threa times, 
on one occasion for a period covering' 
four hours. 
, -Mr. Griffith had to wear a steel hel- 
met to protect him from shrapnel and 
a gas mask to protect his lungs dur- 
ing the taking of many of the stirring 
scenes. 
Many 
of the most striking 


scenes in the film owe their effects to 
the remarkable courage of Mr. Grif- 
fith 
and 
his" 
intrepid 
cameraman, 


"Billy" BiUer, who was with him un- 
der fire hundreds of times. 
Neither 
Mr. Griffith nor any of his company 
received injuries other than a slight 
wound in Mr. Griffith's arm from ny- 
ing; shrapnel. 
David Lloyd George, prime minister 
of England, received Mr. Griffith in 
private audience in the British cab- 
inet rooms in Downing street, London. 
Upon Mr. Griffith's departure, Lloyd 
George said: 
"God" speed you in your 
great work and grant that you may 
accomplish your desires." In the'pro- 
logue of the story of "Hearts of the 
World" Lloyd Goorge is seen shaking 
hands with Mr. Griffith prior to ihe 
latter's departure fo'r the French lines. 
More than 120,000 feet uf film were 
taken, although only 12,000 feet are 
used in the production. 
David Wark Qriftitch was the first 
American ever to set foot in the front 
lino trenches. This was, of course.'be- 
fore the United States entered the war. 
There is no papier mache scenery, 
nor any artificial scenery of any kind 
used in the 
production; 
no 
studio 
"props," no supernumeraries, no "fakes" 
or artificialities whatsoever through- 
out the entire film. 
Mr. Griffith describes "Hearts of th* 
World" as "A story of the great war," 
with the actual conflict itself serving 
only as the grim background for the 
unfolding tale of life in a small French 
village. 
The presence of such appealing and 
magnetic stars as Dorothy and Lillian 
Gish is alone sufficient evidence of a 
most notable production. Their very 
selves make any vehicle in which they 
appear an out-of-the-ordinary affair, 
and "Hearts of the World" is very 
much out of the ordinary. 
An augmented orchestra and scores 
of special effects will supplement the
